Laggard In Schoo/ 
Often Poor Reader 


By GARRY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


MOST children who lag or fail at 
school lag or fail in reading. As 
soon as the slow reader begins on 
such subjects as history, geography 
or civics, commonly grouped as so- 
cial studies, he is likely to lag or 
fail in these subjects, since to learn 
them he must read. 

The books in these subjects are 
all too hard for him, and to study a 
lesson in them may be drudgery, 
even torture. On the average, prob- 
ably half the children above the 
third grade have text books too 
hard for them. 

We expect the child to concen- 
trate, to apply himself, to study 
hard. But how can he concentrate, 
how can he apply himself well, how 
can he study hard when to do so 
means that he must stumble over 
every other word or so, getting 
enough of them wrong to distract 
him and prevent him from acquir- 
ing the true sense or any sense at 
all? How can anybody keep his mind 
on a lesson with so many painful 
hindrances? 

And then we parents and teach- 
ers are disposed to hound the slow 
reader, hurry him and chastise him 
for his slowness! 

As I have often said in this 
column, we can help the poor reader 
above the second or third grade by 
inducing him to read from books 
several grades easier than the books 
meant for his grade. We can help 
him most, perhaps, if we will pre- 
vail upon him to read to pre-school 
children to entertain them. In de

Read Easy Books 


When I speak before groups of 
teachers, I constantly plead with 
them to set the child to read only 
from such books that are easy 
enough for him to read without dif- 
ficulty, whatever grade he may be 
in, and however easy these books 
must be. 

But what about the work he is 
supposed to do right now? Never 
mind that. He won’t get it anyway 
at the present rate, Help him to 
improve his reading skill and he 
eventually may succeed in the reg- 
ular work required. Some pupils 
are so poor in reading that they 
should not be expected to try to keep 
up with the regular work, for the 
present at least. 


There are many students in the 
upper grades, high school, even col- 
lege, who might make the grade if, 
in addition to a reading program 
such as we have recommended, some 
adult would read aloud to them from 
their assignments in such subjects 
as history, science, English. By 
hearing such subjects read to them, 
they easily may learn the content 
and, in going so, may not only earn 
passing grades but so gain in con- 
fidence and encouragement as to 
muster up far more effort at dig- 
ging hard for themselves. Such 
home association not only has prac- 
tical value for the student’s school 
progress but also affords an excel- 
lent means of parent-child com- 
panionship.
